The Black Elected Democrats of Ohio 
have placed their voice into the middle of 
the struggle for educational reform, push- 
ing for additional support for urban school 
districts and the suspension of a require- 
ment that high school students pass state 
proficiency tests in order to gain their 
diplomas in 1994 and 1995. 

The plan réprésents the first major test 
of-a-set of new political realities in the 
Ohio House of Representatives, realities 
which could make the Black state legis- 
lators critical on a number of major is- 
sues. 

The BEDO plan, introduced ata press 
conference by BEDO President Vernon 
Sykes of Akron and State Rep. C.J. Pren- 
tiss of Cleveland, would call for Ohio's 
state-supported colleges and univer- 
sities to be engaged in active recruitment

of Blacks to enter the teaching profes- 
sion; increasing funding of a teacher loan 
program by five percent, with the dollars 
targeted toward minority students seek- 
ing to teach in Ohio; creation of a pilot 
project to fund family resource centers 
meeting the needs of at-risk children in 
districts with high dropout rates; ‘and ex- 
pansion of school breakfast programs for 
all poor children in the state. 

“BEDO believes that Ohio's education 
reform package must address the reality 
that some school districts have a greater 
number of parents who cannot or will not 
help their children," Prentiss said at the 
press conference announcing the plan. 
“These school districts must spend more 
resources to meet the performance- 
based standards." 


Vernon Sykes said that the BEDO 
plan is currently being discussed in the 
House Finance Committee. It has been

The state's Black legislators 
have always served as a fairly 
cohesive bloc of votes, and have 
generally been supportive of the 
House Democratic Caucus. How- 
ever, the votes of the state's Black 
legislators become particularly criti- 
cal on matters of partisan import, as 
the 12° Black state representatives 
comprise almost one-fourth of the 
53-member House Democratic 
Caucus -- a number reduced by 
eight from the previous General As- 
sembly. 

"With the advent of the new num- 
bers, the reduction of the size of the 
majority, each member of the 
caucus will become more important 
in maintaining the majority," Sykes 
said. 

A key role as the balance of 
power on critical issues is not un- 
familiar to many of the state's Black 
state legislators. In 1977, Black 
state legislators walked out of the 
vote on the state. budget because

1993, ending September 30, 1992, 

the-high Court employed 111 per- 
sons, of which only nine (8.1 per- 
cent) were minorities 

Those same reports of the Equal 
Opportunity Center show that the 
Court.in fiscal year 1991 spent 
$1,950,000 for goods and services, 
of which only $1,679 (0,09 percent) 
was spent with Minority Business 
Enterprises (MBE). In fiscal year 
1992 the Court spent $1,940,600 
for goods and services, of which 
only $5,989 (0.31 percent) was 
spent with MBE. For the first quarter 
of fiscal year 1993 the Court spent 
$797,000. of which only $1,200 (,15 
percent) represent purchases from 
MBE. 

The NAACP is concerned that 
the responsibility- placed_upon 
Ohio's highest court to not only 
give the appearance of Justice but 
to do justice in all its dealings goes 
beyond mere pronouncement. The 


conduct of each member of the 
court, individually, and the court as 
a whole must reflect the highest 
Standard in our society. The State 
of Ohio is committed to equal op- 
portunity in employment and in 
business. The court can do no less! 
The state has adopted a goal of at 
least 13 percent employment rate 
for minority employment and a goal 
of a 15 percent rate of MBE par- 
ticipation in goods and services. 

The record of the Supreme Court 
falls far short of the acceptable 
Standards in each of these areas. 
The NAAGP in addition to calling for 
a full investigation of the allega- 
tions regarding Justice Wright's. ut- 
terances likewise calls for an 
investigation by the Governor and 
the Equal Opportunity Center or 
the employment practices and pur- 
chasing policies of the Ohio 
Supreme Court.

Walter McMillan of Alabama is 
both a free man and a happy man 
today. He was set free from a death 
row cell after the Alabama courts 
released ‘him, finding that he had 
been improperly convicted in the 
1986 murder of a white woman 

In McMillan’s case, race played 
a major role, as the jury was told of 
McMillan's relationship with another 
white woman. And McMillan was 


, convicted’on the testimony of some 


witnesses who had received 
rewards for their testimony -- while 
discounting the eyewitness tes- 
timony of several persons who said 
that McMillan was in another loca- 
tion at the time of the murder. 

Supporters of the death. penalty 
view the McMillan case as one in 
which “the system Worked," as the 
courts finally freed a man who was 
demonstrably innocent. It is one of 
the problems that confront the 
death penalty. 

"Justice is not perfect, and in any 
system of justice we will convict 
some innocent people," said James 
Kura, the Ohio Public Defender, 
who is charged with the respon- 
sibility to handle the appeals of 
those indigent persons convicted of 
death penalty cases. "It's hap- 
pened before, and it will happen 
again." 

Opponents of the death penalty 
see the case as one example of the 
many biases that the state's ul- 
timate penalty enshrines 

‘Essentially what we've got is a 
racist system," said Abe Bonowitz, 
a spokesperson for Amnesty Inter- 
national, the human rights or- 
ganization, That worldwide 
organization is pushing for the 
abolition of the death penatty:

nce again, Representative Harold Ford (D- 

Tennessee) is on trial facing charges that he 

accepted illegal loans from banks controlled 
by the Butcher banking family, Federal prosecutors 
have characterized the loans as bribes in the indict- 
ment, claiming that due to what they call the favorable 
terms of the loans, that there was never any intention 
by Ford to repay them. 

In the first trial, the judge declared a mistrial after 
the jury, which was split across racial lines, failed to 
reach a unanimous decision on whether to convict or 
acquit Ford, Predictably, as happens frequently in 
Gases where prosecutors target politicians and high 
profile Black business and community leaders, the 
Black jurors felt that the Congressman was not guilty, 
while the whites chose to believe the prosecutors 
Version of the events 


‘Then, in an unprecedented move, the prosecutors 
were able to convince the judge in the case that they 
(the government) would never be able to obtain a “fair 
trial" in Memphis, due to its heavily Black population 
In-other words, since they felt that Blacks from Mem- 
phis would never convict Ford, the jurors were selected 
from Jackson, Tennessee, which is about 100 miles» 
away. As a result of the prosecution's being able to get 
away with this “jury shopping’, Ford's case is now 
being heard by anvall-white jury. 

Every American has the constitutional right to stand 
trial before a jury of his or her peers, We s@riously doubt 
if anyone could seriously contend that Ford is being 
tried before his peers. In fact, the idea thal prosecutors 
could engineer @ change of venue for jury selection in 
the case knowing that they would be eliminating the 
chance of Bldck jurors participating is no less than 
apartheid, and should be treated as such, 


Fair judicial representation . 


espite a significant Black population, 
Cuyahoga County has been an example of 
the manner in which Black voters have been, 
systematically disenfranchised through the use of ‘at 
large" elections. With over 30 percent of the total 
population, Cuyahoga County has only one non-judi- 
cial Black office holder in Prosecutor Stephanie Tubbs- 
Jones, and three judges, Lillian Greene and Carl 
Charaater in the Court of Common Pleas General 
Division, and Leodis Harris on the Juvenile Court 
Bench, wee: 
~~ State Representative Eoward Kasputis has 
“proposed a judicial districting plan that has merit, espe- 
cially as it pertains to increasing ihe ability of Cuyahoga 


County's Black voters to increase the numbers of - 


Blacks on the common pleas bench to more meaning- 
ful proportions. The plan results from last year's judicial 
elections, which saw well over 100 candidates in the 
judicial primaries, In several races, voters seemed to 
vote for candidates based upon their “familiar sound- 
ing’ names, and not based upon their records, 
qualifications or abilities. 

Aside from ending the "name game", the Kasputis 
proposal would establish ten judicial districts within the 
county, with three or tour judges per district. With two 


of the districts proposed for the county's heavily Black 
East side, there is the distinct possibility that the num- 
ber of Black judges on the court of Common Pleas 
could triple or quadruple to at least six, and perhaps as 
many as eight or ten. 

Some opponents of the plan have said that it is 
flawed because the judges elected outside of the 
predominantly Black districts could not be held ac- 
countable to Blacks. That, however, is not as significant 
a concern as to outweigh the importance of increasing 
the sheer numbers of Blacks seated on this important 
court. There are ways to make the other judges ac- 
countable if they show patterns of insensitivity or 
facism, as [ong a5 there are those who are strong and 
willing enough to take them to task 

The Kasputis proposal should be seriously studied 
by our legislators and, if feasible, acted upon favorably. 
Since Blacks account for over 30 percent of the popula- 
tion and less than 5 percent of the judges, anything 
would be an improvement over what we have now. And 
perhaps, when they finish with the judgeships, our 
legislators need to take a look at the manner in which 
the county commissioners are elected as well, as the 
Black community deserves to have more repre- 
sentation there too 


A plan for education 


major item on the sfate’s political agenda in 1993 

Governor George Voinovich has promoted his 
own educational plan, calling for reforms in the way that 
Ohio pays for and evaluates the education of its 
children. The plan, aS we noted last week, represents 
& good first step, but it does not sufficiently address the 
needs of inner-city and poor children. 

Now, the Black Elected Democrats of Ohio (BEDO), 
the state's legislative Black caucus, has come out with 
its own plan, And, we believe that plan deserves not 
only serious consideration, but passage in the Ohio 
legislature 

The BEDO plan would address a number of specific 
problems in the current system. One is the issue of the 
fairness and appropriateness of the state's proficiency 
tests, BEDO would suspend the requirement that stu- 
dents pass the battery of tests before they could 
receive a diploma 

That system will have the effect of penalizing 
children in inner-city schools. Pass rates on the 
proficiency tests are uniformly poor in the state's inner- 
city schools, especially on the math portion, But it 
appears that there is not only a problem in the inner-city 
schools, but in the state's poorer districts as well. The 
proficiency test could have the impact of making the 
high school graduation of thousands of students -- 
4000 in Columbus alone by 1994 -- absolutely useless 
unless something is done 


I is clear that education reform is probably the 


We applauded Governor Voinovich for at least 
proposing to extend the test to private school students, 
in the interest of fairness. In the interest of a greater 
question of equity, we endorse the BEDO plan to 
suspend its application to graduation for all students. 

The BEDO plan would also establish, probably in 
the state's largest school districts, pilot “family resource 
centers" which wouldprovide social and family ser- 
vices to parents and children in the schools. It is clear 
that -- especially in our state's urban areas -- the 
problems that children face in being educated in our 
schools extend before and after the school day. Even 
the governor has noted thatthe problems of educating 
our children are inseparable from the general problems 
of health, nutrition and poverty facing poor families. 
The BEDO proposal represents a holistic approach to 
the education of our children -- an approach that we 
believe is absolutely vital to saving the lives of 
thousands of children” 

Some have expressed concern about the costs of 
the BEDO plan. However, we are concerned about a 
greater cost -- the cost of allowing the continuation of 
the- wasting of lives of thousands of youth, trapped in 
poor homes and neighborhoods, BEDO's plan isa 
necessary supplement to the vision already outlined by 
the governor, and we urge the legislature to adopt it 
with the general educational reform plan. 


A troubling sentence 


alter McMillan might have been a dead man 
We: -- murdered by the vay institution that 
was ey hr ee to protect him. The case 

highlights the freakishness of the death penalty, the 
oy sentence given which cannot ultimately be un- 
jone ’ 

The 46-year-old Alabama man was supposed to 
have been electrocuted for the 1986 murder of a white 
Alabama woman. But he is now a free man -- freed 
because of the national exposure his case received, 
the recantation of key witnesses against him and the 
determined efforts of attorneys dnd thgSé in the media 
to grant him justice 

The case is troubling because it shows how race and 
vengeance can work together to create a miscarriage 
of justice of massive proportions. In McMillan's case, 
he was convicted of murder despite the testimony of 
several alibi witnesses, who had established that ha. 
was somewhere else at the time of the murder, He was 
convicted by the testimony of witnesses who themse!- 
ves were given rewards for their testimony. And intro- 
duced into the case was the fact that MoMillan was, at 
the time of his arrest, having a relationship with awhite 
woman, 

The massiveness of the miscarriage of justice which 
was done to McMillan must give state officials in Ohio 
pause as they begin the process of moving toward the 
first execution in Ohio in 30 years, There have been, in 
this century alone; more than 100 individuals sen- 


tenced to death row -- and 23 actually executed -- who 
were subsequently found to have been innocent 

Amnesty International has charged that Ohio has 
the most discriminatory application of the death penalty 
in the nation. That is a serious charge, and one that 
deserves a full hearing before the state reinstitutes 
sanctioned killing 

The biases in the system of pressing for, and receiv- 
ing, death penalty sentences are widely known. Ac- 
cording to Amnesty International, while 19 percent of 
prosecutions are of whites accused of killing Blacks, 
only one white person in the United States has ever 
been executed for killing a Black. In Ohio, a person 
accused of killing in Cincinnati or Cleveland has the 
greatest likelihood of getting the death sentence -- 
because-Cuyahoga and Hamilton Counties have both 
the financial resources to press capital murder cases, 
and the willingness to seek the penalty, And most of 
those on death row are too poor to have paid for their 
own legal counsel. 

The death penalty is seen by many as a deterrent 
to crime, and ‘as an appropriate sanction for certain 
heinous acts, But any deterrence at all is refuted if the 
individual is innocent. It is simply state-sanctioned 
murder to kill a man who is innocent of the crime. And, 
Sadly, in a system in which race and poverty are 
imertwined, this is far more likely to happen if the 
individual accused of the crime is Black. If you don't 
believe us, just ask Walter McMillan. 


Voting Rights and politics 


It was a nasty little cat fight be- 
tween the Republicans and the 
Democrats -- a cat fight that was 
taken to the steps of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. And there, the court 
ruled, in Ohio's 1991 apporonent, 
that the the state has the right, if it 
wishes, to explicitly factor race into 
the decision to create or reshape 
districts. 

“(The Voting Rights Act) contains 
no per se prohibitions against par- 
ticular types of districts," the 
Supreme Gourt wrote. "It says nothing about majority- 
minority districts, districts dominated by certain political 
parties, or even districts based entirely on partisan 
political concerns." Justice Sandra Day O'Connor, 
speaking for the court, went on to say that, while "the 
fedéral courts may not order the creation of majority- 
minority districts unless necessary to remedy a viola- 
tion of federal law...that does not mean that the State's 
powers are similarly limited." ~The state has the 
freedom to create certain districts -- and use evemracial 
considerations if it wants to -- as long as the decision 
does not violate federal law or the constitution. So

But the implication of the case's reasoning extends 
far beyond the state's legislative districts, and goes to 
the issues of the organization of all the state's political 
subdivisions. The introduction of race into the process 
of doling out électoral positions represents an ongoing 
challenge. es he ye i 

Consider, for example, what could be the last bas- 
tion of monolithic white legislative power in Ohio -- the 
county commissioners’ offices. Of the more than 270 
persons in Ohio holding that office, only ane -- Cazzell 
Smith of Akron -- is Black. And he is a commissioner 
in large measure because, several years ago, Summit 
County becamea charter county and went to an 11- 
member council with an elected county executive. 

State Rep. Vernon Sykes of Akron, head of the Black 
Elected Democrats of Ohio, noted that insuring the 
involvement of Black_voters. was a consideration in 
moving to the charter county form of government. 
“They were careful not to divide the Black community" 
in drawing county council district boundaries, Sykes 
said 

In Cuyahoga County, where a quarter of the popula- 
tion is Black, only one Black has ever been a county 
commissioner -- Virgil Brown, now the director of the 
Ohio Lottery. In Montgomery County, the lone Black to 
ever serve on the county commission, Sarah Harris, 
was defeated in 1992. Along-with Raymond Burgess, 
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whb preceded Smith on the Summit County Council, 
these are the only Blacks to have ever served in those 
roles in Gounty government in the history of the state. 

That is “absolutely” a problem, Sykes said. “The 
problem with the commissioners is they're all elected 
at large,” without district boundaries, and Black 
politicians have been unable to make electoral 
breakthroughs. 

Black political aspirants are in a double bind when 
it comes to these positions. They aré often not taken 
seriously by the white political leaders in their com- 
munities, who look at the racial numbers and assume 
that the Black candidates are unable to garner the type 
of wider white support for election, Then, if they are 
able:to gain the'nomination for a countywide run, the 
Black politicians are often unable to overcome the 
effect of what may be racially polarized'voting to gain 
election. : 

And it is just as true for county judicial posts. In+ 


* Cleveland, for example, Blacks represent a majority of 


The members-of-the-Cleveland Municipal Court. How- 
ever, of the 34 judges in the general division of the 
Common Pleas Court -- which are elected countywide 

- only two, Carl Character and Lillian Greene, are 
Black. And Character was appointed, not once but 
twice, to the bench before he could finally win election, 

"That's the same issue that Rep. Mallory's been 
pushing,” Sykes said, noting the successful effort that 
longtime state representative William Mallory led in 
Cincinnati which resulted in a federal court’s decision 
that Hamilton County's system of judicial elections 
violated the Voting Rights Act. The courtmandated the 
creation of judicial districts, with the idea that the 
creation of such districts would result in the election of 
more Black judges. 

Will race become a more pronounced factor in the 
Structuring of electoral systems? Maybe, maybe not. 
But it is clear from the court's decision that the state 
does have that power, if it wishes to use it. And it is 
possible that a determined group of Black legislators 
may begin to look closely at this issue. 


What did Forbes really say? 


The controversy and debate continues around” 
remarks made by Cleveland NAACP President George 
L, Forbes during a question and answer session at 
Cuyahoga Community College earlier this month. 

Last week | asserted that community organizations 
protesting Forbes’ statement had not researched the 
issue and had been led by the publication of a story in 
the Plain Dealer. Organizers took affront to that asser- 
tion and said that they did not receive their information 
from the newspaper but had spoken 
fo a student and had listened to a 
tape recording of the speech. To 
those who did in fact use this 
process | offer my apology, but | 
continue to assert that there were 
individuals in attendance who were 
led only by the publication. 

Now to the heart of the matter, 
what did George Forbes say and 
was it taken out of context. | have 
obtained a copy of the tape and it is 
still my belief that Forbes’ state- 
ments were taken out of context, 
because the whole focus of his speech and discussion 
was to assist a group of students on preparing for their 
futures. Below is an excerpt from that tape of the 
dialogue that Forbes was engaged in with a Black male 
student, and where he made the remarks that have 
prompted such criticism. 

Q. In terms of education, | believe that Black people do 
need to be educated, can you speak to the fact of what type 
of education, bécause a lot of Black... (speaker out off by 
response) 

A. The worst thing in the world you can do is spend four 
years or two years around here studying Black History. That's 
the worst thing in the world you can do, because dont nobody 
need it, nobody wants it and. it's not-going to. get -you # job. 
I'm not talking, | just want to get that off my chest right now, 
omay. 
%. Okay, but we have fought for education for a long time, 
'm an early child education majot and they say you should 
teach the child about himself first so that he has a sense of 
self, So when he comes to the table with other people he has 
an identity with other people, so what about the education that 
the students will be taught, Because it seems historically that 
we have a lot of people who are educated and educators but 
we are still in similar situations in 1993, So can you Speak to 
the curriculum processes of the education for youth 

A. | alluded to that when | told you that the Cleveland 
branch of the NAACP js in a current state of trying to figure 
out what we're going to do about the discrimination case that 
is lingering in the court's now. There is a faction that is saying 
that we have for 20 years put our kids on the buses and they 
are no better off today than when we started. There is another 
group thal says the fact that the kids are integrated in the 
educational process is the first step. | don't have an answer, 
We've got to sit down and dialogue on it and find out what's 


going to go on, But | did tell you that 90 percent of the kids 
in the Cleveland School system can not pass a ninth grade 
mathematics test and consequently they can not-graduate 
from school, and that's all Black people so somewhere 
something is wrong, Somewhere something is wrong, they're 
not being educated or they been on the buses for 20 years 
and they still are not being able to do that. So we got to figure

Now before this dialogue began Forbes spoke of 
historical educational issues that had an effect on Black 
Clevelanders. One issue he discussed was his fight for 
Cleveland State University to change or adjust their 
transfer requirements so that CCC students could enter 
the University after receiving two years of study at the 
Community College fevel, In order to achieve this goa! 
he fought the constriction of the CSU Convocation 
Center. ; 

He also spoke briefly on the quality of education in 
Cleveland public schools where students continue to 
—_ trouble passing the state mandated proficiency 
ests. 

As to the question raised by the student and his 
Statement on students having a sense of self--My 
response is you are so right, Black History is something 
that must be taught in order for our children to respect 
themselves and the community around them. But | 
would say that this education which is not readily 
available in our public school systems is a process that 
must begin in the home and secondly in the community, 

Finally, | Want to state that my support on this par- 
ticular issue is Not an open ended support of George 
Forbes. Forbes just like any other human being walk- 
ing this earth has his flaws, but one of them | do not 
believe is being anti-Black or anti-Black History,

"After raising your right hand, repeat after me," said Uncle Sam. These were some of the first words heard 
by African American men and women who promised to honor, serve and defend the Constitution of the 
United States 

Despite the racial barriers they confronted, bravely they took their written orders, with a few pieces of 
their belongings and marched off to serve their country. They were these first African Americans to selflessly 
give their time and dedication to something that would go unnoticed for years? They were the Tuskegee 
Airmen, the Women Army Corp., Women Accepted for Volunteer Emergency Services (WAVES), along with 
many other WWI, WWII, and Vietnam Veterans who served their country, but were quietly overlobked as 
heroes, because of the racial stereotypes of African American soldiers. The ugly wounds of racism’ were felt 
by them, but unable to see with the naked eye. Now, years later, we pay deserving tribute to those men and 
women who did not get their proper recognition.

In the 1980s, the actress 
Jackee gained tremendous 
popularity in the sitcom "227" for 
her portrayal of the bad-Black-girl 
character, Sandra Clark. 

Blacks who are involved in the 
production of television shows 
have also perpetuated 
stereotypes-of Black women, said 
Jewell, citing Keenan Ivory 
Wayans’ "In Living Color." Though 
many shows contain negative im- 
agery, Jewell adds that there are 
some recent ones that depict Black 
women as _ strong and capable, 
such as "Roc" and "The Fresh 
Prince of Bel Air.”

Movies also present stereotypi- 
cal images that are not repre- 
sentative of most people, said 
Jewell, who -also feels the news 
inedia can be biased. 

Jewell cites the coverage of 
Vanessa Williams, the first Black 
Miss America, who was savaged 
by the media when nude pictures 
were disclosed several months 
into her reign. 

Awhite woman in a similar situa- 
tion would have received negative 
media coverage, Jewell admitted. 
"But Vanessa Williams didn't just 
get negative press - she was 
vilified. Her mistake was taken as 
a major character flaw." 

Jewell argues in her book that 
the media's stereotypical portrayal 
of African-American women has 
real-life consequences. 

“It affects how the majority cul- 
ture treats Black women. As a 
result of media images, many 
people have inaccurate and nega- 
tive expectations about how 
African-American women should 
act and look.” 

“Only when these stereotypical 
images are replaced with more ac- 
curate representations will we see 
changes in societal perceptions of 
African-American women.”

PROFIT MARGIN

Who were the 
first tycoons? 


Several years ago, | sat and listened in- 
tently to.a lecture on the Afrocentric world 
view delivered by an articulate and per- 
suasive professor at the OSU Black Studies 
Extension Center. The professor's mission in 
that lecture was to convey to each of us 
present how glorious life was in ancient 
Egypt. 

“Black people were fulers in ancient 
times," exclaimed the professor, "with 
philosophies that explained a lot about the 
world around them. They believed in the 
wholeness of body and spirit, not the duality, 
or separateness of body and mind, that 
typifies the Western world view,” 

"These dominant people," said the profes- 
sor, "discovered geometry, astronomy, and 
lots of other forms of math and science. That's 
how they built the pyramids, And they were 
black people." 

Curious and skeptical as | usually am 
about stuff that taxes my ability to believe, | 
raised my hand and asked, "Professor, | un- 
derstand most of what you are saying, | think, 
but could you please tell me where these 
people are today?" Guess what? My 
educator, without skipping a beat, replied un- 
equivocally: “They are here with us right 
now." 

Of course, my immediate reaction was to 
begin looking around the room. for signs of 
extraordinarily intelligent life. If | said | found 
none, | might be thought excessively con- 
ceited. So | won't say what | found either in 
myself or any of other people in the room. 

1“allowed"-my-educator to-continue-her— 
lecture even though she knew ftom that point 
on that she had in her presence one of those 
students that would probably leave knowing 
but still not quite believing everything she 
said. And she was right. After all, | wasn't 
being graded on the lecture, so | could think 
what | wanted. 

Since that time, | can’t say my skepticism 
has been allayed that much. | still wonder 
where those people, those black people, are 
today that were responsible for building the 
pyramids, And if they are indeed present with 
us today, what in the world are they doing? 

The most serious question | have today as 
a business journalist, though, is what kind of 
resource allocation system did those ancient 
Egyptians use. How did they finance those 
massive pyramids? Were they public works 
projects ‘or private ventures built from the 
largess the rulers had accumulated from 
years and years of business and industrial 
enterprise? 

Since we can all speculate about what 
happened with varying degrees of "informed- 
ness", here is my scenario about what hap- 
pened to the ancient Egyptians and what their 
legacy might be to us today, Now of course, 
none of this can be: proved so | will call it 
Business in the ByGone Days. It goes some- 
thing like this: 

There lived in a far away place a king who 
had been king for so long that he got tired of 
it. Every foe that came up against was even- 
tually defeated. Defeat was not only for glory 
but for compensation of the warriors that had 
been loyal to him. 

The king really didn't care that he was a 
black king because everybody in the sur- 
rounding kingdoms were also black. This king 
just happened to be the best organized of the 
whole lot and used his organizational skills to 
his advantage and that of his people, his 
Royal Family. 

The king and his family commanded the 
respect of all their subjects and never gave 
quarter to anyone who would question their 
ability to build anything they wanted to build 
or take anything they wanted to take. 

One day, one of the sons far, far down the 
dynastic lineage sent out an edict that be- 
cause jt did not make sense from a financial 
perspective to have soldiers in so many dif- 
ferent parts of the world, he was going to bring 
the troops home. 

All the wars of the dynasty were over. The 
standard of living for all those even remotely 
related to the Royal Families was the best 
anyone had seen at anytime before that 

A queen way down in the dynastic lineage 
had her royal priests develop a birth control 
ge! because she felt women should have 
control of their reproductive capabilities, (By 
the way, real records exist of such a gel in 
ancient Egyptian papyrus writings.) 

Eventually, one of the latter kings of the 
dynasty decided to downsize all his opera- 
tions. He no longer saw the wisdom in main- 
taining business operatives all over the 
known world, He didn't see his people 
reproducing fast enough to justify his con- 
tinued attempts to build greater and greater 
distribution systems. r 

The king's constantly regttnrgee sub- 
jects had néeds to be met, but not for the 
kinds of products and services the king's men 
were fully capable of bringing to the market, 
What the king left behind, though, was a 
series of gigantic monuments which became 
testaments to his desire to maintain a sense 
of permanence in history. 

What the king left behind, other peoples 
plundered, They had their own agendas and 
their own worlds to build.

1992, Governor Voinovich signed into law 
mandatory property disclosure rules 
which will take effect for just about all 
residential real estate transactions occur- 
ring on or after July 1 of this yéar. 

What does this mean to you, the home 
owner? For the most part, it means taking 
A little bit of time to complete a state-writ- 
ter form, The form may be given to you by 
a Realtor or other real estate professional 
when you contract for services, but also 
will be available through mortgage com- 
panies and title agencies-orin stores that 
normally carry standardized legal forms

When calculating automobile 
depreciation expense, one must 
know the cost of the automobile 
and the date it was placed in ser- 
vice. Vehicles, placed in service 
after 1986 are depreciated over a 
five year life using MACRS 
(Modified Accelerated Cost 
Recovery System). This method 
allows a taxpayer to take larger 
deductions in the eartier years of a 
vehicle's life than the straight-line 
method of depreciation would 
allow. 


The same limitation placed on 
the deduction of actual vehicle ex- 
penses is alsd placed on deprecia- 
tion expense. Therefore, after the 
depreciation expense has been 
computed, this amount is multiplied 
by the business use percentage to 


arrive at the deductible deprecia- 
tion expense. . Additional limita- 
tions are further placed on vehicle 
depreciation deductions if a tax- 
payer uses his vehicle 50% or less 
for business use or the. vehicle 
qualifies as a “luxury" automobile. 

In lieu of deducting the. actual 
operating expenses can deprecia- 
tion expenses associated with the 
business use of an automobile, an 
employee taxpayer can elect to 
use the optional standard mileage 
tate of 27.5 cents per mile for an 
unlimited number of business 
miles, 

For example, assuming during 
1991 you drove your car 60,000 
miles of which 40,000 miles were 
for business use. Under the op- 
tional standard mileage rate you 
éan deduct’$11,000 (40,000 x .275) 
as anitemized deduction, |n addi- 
tion to the standard mileage deduc- 
tion, you may also still deduct 
parking fees, tolls and other

Disabilities Act bars 
reducing health benefits

Does a reduction in health 
benefits for individuals with costly 
illnesses violate the Americans 
With Disabilities Act (ADA) of 


_1990? A ruling by the New York 


district director of the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission (EEOC) suggests that it 
does. 


Despite a lack of published 
EEOC guidance on the relation- 
ship between medical insurance 
and the landmark disability law, 
District Director Spencer H 
Lewis, Jr, has determined that a 
construction union wrongfully 
denied benefits to a member with 
the AIDS virus. 


The ruling is only an initial find- 
ing of discrimination limited to the 
case at hand, but its implications 
are likely to be much broader. 


For example, it contradicts a 
ruling, approved by the U.S 
Supreme Court, allowing a self-in- 
sured employer to cut benefits for 
AIDS treatment. The decision 
stated that such reductions do not 
violate the Employee Retirement 
Income Security Act, but the 
employment provisions of ADA 
were not an issue in that litigation 
(Greenberg v: H & H Music Co 
US SupCRT. No.91-1283, 
11/9/92) 


In the case at hand, a construc- 
tion worker who is HIV-positive 
and a member of the Mason 
Tenders Union filed a charge with 
EEOC against the Mason Tenders 


District Council Trust Fund, be- 
cause the Mason Tenders 
changed its medical plan in 1991 
to “explicitly exclude payment" for 
expenses arising from HIV and 
AIDS 


Lewis found that evidence sup- 
ported the construction worker's 
contention that he had suffered 
physically and emotionally be- 
cause of the union's refusal to pro- 
vide him with full medical 
insurance coverage. Lewis ruled 
that the union's benefits plan vio- 
lates the ADA and noted that the 
union "has not viable defense to 
the charge of discrimination." 
Lewis instructed the parties in- 
volved to confer and establish a 
plan for compliance with the 
ruling 


The ruling could have far- 
reaching implications. The EEOC 
is now saying,.for the first time, 
that this type of exclusionary prac- 
tice runs afoul of the ADA, The law 
says you Can't discriminate on the 
basis of disability in any terms of 
employment,” including the dis- 
tribution of health benefits

Christopher Bell, a former 
EEOC aide with the primary role 
in ADA policy development. says 
the ruling must have been cleared 
with the commission headquarter 
When no policy on a matter has 
been published, EEOC proce- 
dures require district directors’ to 
contact the office of legal counsel 
in Washington before issuing a 
determination.

Before Ohio State's men basketball 
Buckeye 1992-93 campaign kicked off, 
the clear most valuable player would 
seem to be Lawrence Funderburke. The 
6'9" center-forward was the only remain- 
ing starter of the ‘Sweet 16’ team. 

Funderburke, facing double and triple 
teaming, managed to keep the Buckeyes 
rolling most of the year while playing both. 
center and forward positions. Funder- 
burke has scored in double figures in 
every game but two . and has four 
double-doubles. 

The Columbus native's biggest game 
came against NCAA contender Wright 
State (28 points, 10 boards). Still in the 
big games, Funderburke was a force not 
to be ignored with blockéd shots in 21 of 
28 games, including a career-high six to 
go along with his 24 points and 13 
rebounds against West Virginia, He also 
recorded 106 blocked shots in 48 games, 
moving ahead of Perry carter, who had 
105 in 126 games. 

Then came junior Jamie Skelton, the 
fearless shooting guard that poured in 15 
points and three assist per game. Skelton 
also won several games, almost single 
handedly, namely against USC (20 
points, five assists), Oregon State and 
Oregon (combined 50 points) and Indiana 
(22 points, three assists and two steals). 

During the Randy Ayer's shuffle of 
players, Greg Simpson entered the pic- 
ture. Opening the eyes of many, Simpson 
hit eight straight three-pointers and 
added combined 37 points against Penn 
State and lowa. Mr, Basketball also col- 
lected his second-career best 20 points 
in the face of Michigan's Jalen Rose.

ROGERS BIG TEN TRACK COACH 
OF THE YEAR , 

Ohio State men’s track and field coach 
Russ Rogers has been named the 1993 
Big Ten Indoor Track Coach of the Year. 
Rogers was given the honor after coach- 
ing the Buckeyes to their first Big Ten 
indoor championship in 43 years, Ohio 
State captured the crown last Saturday in 
Madison, Wisconsin. 

Rogers in his fifth season at Ohio 
State, also led Ohio State to the 1992 Big 
Ten outdoor title, the school's first outdoor 
league championship since 1948. He 
was named the National and Big Ten 
Coach of the Year in 1992,.when Ohio 
State finighed sixth at the national cham- 
pionship meet. 

Rogers has coached 31 Big Ten in-

Simba program instills pride in Black youths ~ 


The plight of the young Black male is the topic of many forums today. 

In June 1988, Franklin County Ghildren Services began a program.to 
help redirect young Black males under its care. In 1988, only four Black 
males were volunteers for the agency. Today, under the Simba program, 
100 Black males act as volunteers to more than 100 youth. Simba 
volunteers act as mentors and provide rites of passage opportunities to 
the young Black males in the program.
